- then lived-at Plamſted- in'Suſſex, 2 
Zounty that abounds more with this 
fſh then any in this Nation. 
' You may remember that I told 
you, Geſner ſays, there are no Pikes 
in Spary; and doubtleſſe,” there -was 
a time,abour a hundred-or a'few more 
years ago,when there-were no Carps 
in England, as may* ſeem to be at- 


firmed by Sir Richard Baker , in 
whoſe

Hops and Tarkies ys and Beer 
 Cameinto England all in a5ear. 


And doubtleſs, as of Sea-fiſh the 
Herring dies ſooneſt out of the water, 
& of freſh water fiſh the Tromr,ſo(ex- 
cept the -Zele) the Carp indures moſt 
' hardneſſe, and lives longeſt out of his * 
own proper Element. And therefore 
the report of theCarps being broughr 
out of a forraigne into this Nation is 
| the more probable. , _ 

 Carps and Loaches are obſerved 
to breed ſeveral months in one year, 
which Pikes and moſt other fiſh do 
nor. And this is partly proved by 
tame and wild Rabbets, as alſo by 
ſome Ducks, which will lay egs nine 
of the twelve rnonths, and. yet there 
be other D«cks that lay not longer 
then about one month. And it is 
the rather believed , becauſe you 
ſhall ſcarce or never take a Male one | 
| | with- 
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without a Welr, or a Female without 
a Roe or Spawn, and for the moſt 
part very much:, and eſpecially all 
the Surtmierſcafon; and it is obſcr- 
ved, thir they breed more naturally 
in Ponds then in running waters, if 
they breed there atall; and that thoſe 
that live in Rivers areraken by men 
of the beſt palates to be much the 
better mear. 

__ Anditisobſerved, that in ſome 
ponds Carps will-not breed, eſpe- 
cially in cold pounds ; bur where 
they will breed, "they breed innume- 
rably ; cAriftorle and Pliny fay, fix 
times in a year, if there be no Pikes 
nor Pearch to devour their Spawn , 
when 1t is caſt upon grafſe, or 
flags, or weeds, where it lies ten 
= ewelve dayes before it be enliyen- 
ed. | 
' The Carp,if he have warer room: 
ahd good feed, will grow to a very

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| Zele to have a Spawn or Melt? and | 
they are anſwered, That they may 
be as certain of their breeding, as if- 
they had ſeen Spawn ; for they ſay, 
that they are certain that Zeles have 
all parts fit for generation, like 0- 
ther fiſh, but ſo ſmall as not to be ea- 
fily diſcerned, by reaſon of their fat- 
neſſe ; but that diſcerned they may 
be , and that the Hee and the 'She 
Fele may he diſtinguiſhed by their 
fins. And Revdelitius fayes,he has 
feen Eeles cling together like Dem- 
Wwormese 
And others {ay,- that Feles grow- 
ing old, "breed other Feles out of the 
corruption of their own age, which 
Sir Fraxcit Bacon (ayes, eXeeds not 
ten years. And others fay, that as 
Peartes are made of glutinous dew- 
drops, which arc condenſed by the 
Suns heat in thoſe Countries, ſo Zeles 
are bred of a particular dew fal- 
ling in the Months of May or Fune 
on the banks of ſortie particttlat - 
Ponds 'or Rivers (' zpted .by —_— 
or 
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for thar end) which'in a few. dayes 
. is by the Suns hear turned into Zeler, 
And ſome of the Ancients have cal- 
led the Zels that are thus bred; The 
ot ſpring of Fove. 1 -have cen in- 
c beginning of Fwly,in a River not 
far from Canterbury, ſome parts of 
it covered over with:young Zeles, a- 
bout the thickneſs of a ſtraw; and 
theſe Eeles did lie-on the top of that 
water, as thick as motes; are faid 'to 
bein the Sun ;. and I have heard the 
| like of other. Rivers, as namely, in 
Severn, (where they are called Yel- 
vers) and in pbnd or Mere necr un- 
to Stefford:ſbire,. where about. a. ſet 
time in Summer, ſuch ſmall Eeles a- 
bound ſommuch, that many ofthe 
poorer ſort of people, that inha- 
bit neaxe to- it, take ſuch- Eeles out 
of this Mere, with fieves or ſheets, 
and make a kind of Zele-cake of 
them, and eat itlike as bread. And 
Geſner quotes venerable Bede to ſay, 
that in Zrgland. there is an Iland cal- 
kd El, by reaſon of the. innmens: 
c 
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ble nember-of Zeles that breed in it. 
But that Feles may be bred as ſome 
worms, and.ſome kind of Bees and 
Waſps are, either of dew, or out-of 
the. corruption of the earih,feerns to 
be made probable by the Barnacles 
and young Goſlings bred by the Suns 
heat and the rotten planks of an old 
Ship, and hatched-:of trees; both 
which are related for.truths by Dubars 
t45,and Lobel, and our learned Camb- 
_ and laborious Gerrard in his Here 
all. FEY 53.911 

It is aid by Randelitius, that thoſe 
Eeles that are bred in Rivers that 
relate ro, or beneerto the Sea, ne-_ 
ver return to the freſh waters (as the 
Salmon does alwaies deſire” to do) 
when they have once caſted the ſalt 
water; and I do the more eafily be- 
lieve this, becauſe I am cettain thar 
powdered Bief is a moſt excellent 
bait to catch an Ze! ; Tad thongh Sir 
Francis Bacon Will allow the Zels life 
to be but ten years ; yet he in his Hi- 
{tory of Life and Death, mentions 

. a Lam - 
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a Lamprey, belonging tothe Roman 
Emperor to be made tame, and fo 
kept for almoſt rhreeſcore yeares; 
and that ſuch uſeful and pleaſant ob- 
 ſervations were made of this Lam- 
prey, that Craſſus the Oratour (who 
kept her) lamented her death. And 
we read {in DoQor Hackwel) that 
Hortenſius was ſeene to weep at the 
death of a Zamprey that he had kept 

long,and loved. | 
It is granted by all, or, maſt men, 
that Zeles,for about fix months (that 
is to ſay, the fix cold months of the 
yeer) ſtirnot up and down, neither 
in the Rivers nor the Pools in'which 
they uſually are, but get into the ſoft 
earth or mud, and there many of 
them together bed themſelves, and 
live without feeding upon any thing 
(as I have told you ſome Swailowes 
have been obſerved to do in hollow 
trees for tholeMx cold months); and 
this the Eel and Swallow do, as not 
being able to endure winter weather ; 
- far Geſner quotes eAlberize to oy k 
| that 


_ that ithe year 2225 (that yeares 
winter being more cold .then uſual) 
Feles did by natures inſtin&t ger our 
of the water into- a ſtack of hay in a 
Meadow upon dry ground , and 
there bedded rhemfelyes, but yer at 
laſt died there. And our Cambeen 
relates,that in Zankie-ſhire,fiſhes are 
dig*d qut.of the earth with ſpades , 
 whereno water is neere tothe place. 
I ſhall ay little more of the Eele,but 
thar,as it is obſerved, he is impatient 
of cold; ſoit hath been obſcrved , 
chat in warme- weather an Zele has 
been known to-live five dayes out of
